PARI8,  March  20.— In  making  his 
report  to  the  Supreme  Allied  Coun- 
cil yesterday  on  the  Polish  question, 
JuleS  Cam  bo  n,  head  of  the  peace 
conference  commission  on  Polish 
affairs,  set  forth  the  purpose  of  the 
commission  to  create  a  Polish  state 
which  would  have  a  firm  foundation 
for  its  future  welfare  and  at  the 
same  time  to  respect  the  principle  of 
nationalities,  despite  the  difficulties 
resulting  from  the  geographical  fea- 
tures of  the  problem. 

Poland,  M.  Cambon  pointed  out, 
was  half  enclosed  by  German  terri- 
tory, and  had  an  Imperative  need  of 
an  Independent  outlet  to  the  sea  by 
a  route  easy  of  access  to  ensure  her 
national  autonomy.  Therefore,  he 
said,  it  was  necessary  to  Incorporate 
In  the  new  state  some  German  ele- 
ments, which,  he  reminded  the  coun- 
cil, had  been  introduced  there  by 
Germany  herself  with  deliberateness 
and  in  conformity  with  her  colonis- 
ing system. 

Premier  Lloyd  George  argued  that 
Germany  must  not  be  given  a  pre- 
text for  organising  a  sort  of  irreden- 
tist movement. '  especially  east  of  the 
Vistula,  .where  the  Germans  were 
rather  numerous.  The  plan  of.  the 
commission  gives  to  Poland  bounda- 
ries whloh  render  her  territory  more 
restricted  than  it  was  In  1772.  It 
puts  her  In  possession  of  an  outlet  to 
the  Baltic  which  along  a  consider- 
able distance  spans  the  Vistula  to 
.Dansig,  but.  excludes  the  Allensteln 
territory,  to  determine  the  position  of 
which  a  .plebiscite  1*  proposed.  \

and.  Warsaw  by  two  independent  rail- 
roads it  would  probably  be  impossi-

The  differences  constitute  some  of  the  larger  questions  pending 
now— reparations  for  war  losses  and  the  French-German  frontiers. 
These  questions  for  the  moment  have  assumed  importance,  taking 
place  even  ahead  of  the  league  of  nations,  for  while  the  work  j>i  the 
commission  revising  the  covenant  is  proceeding  rapidly  much  diffi- 
culty Is  being  met  in  reaching  an  accord  on  reparations  and  frontiers. 

The  chief  issue  of  the  question  of  reparation  is  not  what  Germany 
should  pay,  but  what  the  can.  pay.  The  commissions  which  have 
studied  the  subject  have  gradually  reduced  the  claims  to  a  total  of 
about  forty  billion  dollars.  . 

One  proposal  was  to  spread  the 
payment  over  40  yearn  On  this  basis 
the  principal,  with  interest,  would 
amount  to  $80,000,000,000  at  the  end 
of  the  period. 

Against  this  proposal  the  commis- 
sion has  estimated  all  the  available 
wealth  and  resources  of  Germany  at 
horns  and  abroad.

tillery  and.  machine  guns,  and  are 
commanded  by  German  officers,  of 
whom  a  large  number  took  part  In 
the  fighting.

He  admitted  to  the 
bar  In  1890,  became  a  King's  Coun- 
sel in  190*  and  was  early  known  aa 
a  vary  successful  oompany  or  cor-, 
poratlon  lawyer.  He  unsuccessfully 
contested  West  Lambton,  Ont,  for 
the  House  of  Commons  In  1900,  but 
was  elected  to  the  Ontario  Legisla- 
ture for  the  same  riding  in  1902,  and 
represented  it  In  the  local  House  till 
1916.  when  he  resigned  his  seat  He 
was  Provincial  Secretary  from  1905 
to  191«. 

In  1916  Mr.  Hanna  was  appointed 
food  controller  for  the  Dominion, 
which  position  he  held  tor  about  a 
year,  when  he  resigned  to  assume  the 
presidency  of  the  Imperial  Oil  Com- 
pany, the  Canadian  end  of  the  Stan- 
dard Oil  Company,  with  which  be  had 
long  been  Identified.  Mr.  Hanna  was 
a  Methodist  and  a  Conservative.  He 
married  first  Mies  Jean  Nail,  and 
secondly  Mies  Maud  MoAdams,  who 
survives.  Their  only  son  was  killed 
accidentally  in  Italy  a  few  days  after 
the  signing  of  the  armistice.  Ho  was 
a  member  of  the  Royal  Air  Force.

Bolshevik  troops,  under  pressure  of 
Polish  forces,  have  been  compelled 
to  retire  and  evacuate  Pinsk,  100 
miles  east  of  Brest-Utovsk.  according 
to  a  dispatch  from  Warsaw. 

HELSINQFOHS,  March  20 —The 
Bolsheviki  forces  have  been  compell- 
ed to  abandon  Dvlnek  (DUnaberg), 
110  miles  southeast  of  Riga. 

The  Bolshevik  apparently  are  en- 
gaged in  a  strong  effort  to  subdue 
Russian  opposition  la  the  Ukraine 
and  to  drive  Allied  forces  from  that 
region  before  Spring.  The  Ukraine 
la  the  granary  of  Russia,  and  Odessa 
bsfore  the  war  was  the  greatest  grain 
shipping  port  In  Russia.  If  the  Bol- 
sheviki can  control  the  great  agri- 
cultural region  of  the  Ukraine  they 
might  be  able  to  relieve  the  serious' 
food  shortage  la  Moscow  and  the 
north. 

Aided    by    Ukrainian  Bolsheviki 
forces,  troope  of  the  Moscow  govern- 
ment in  the  last  three  weeks  have 
oeoupled  Kiev  and  Zhltomler,  In  the 
centre  of  the  Ukraine,  and  driven  the 
peasant  government  of  General  Pet- 
lura  from  Kiev  to    Winnltsa  and 
thence  to  Proakurov,  In  Podolla,  forty 
miles  east  of  the  border  of  Gallcia. 
Russian  wireless  meesages  received  In 
London  -Wednesday    reported  that 
non-Bolshevlkl  foroee.  after  being  re- 
pulsed by  the  Bolsheviki  were  re- 
treating on  Odessa.       An  official 
Oreek  report  from  BaloMea  said  that 
Greek  troope  had  defeated  the  Bol- 
sheviki at  Kherson,  northeast  of 
Odessa,  and  about  thirty  miles  south 
of  Nlkolelev.    In  the  centre  of  the 
front  between  Odessa  and  Riga  the 
Bolsheviki  have  been  giving  ground, 
•s  reports    from    Warsaw  through 
Copenhagen  say  that  the  Bolsheviki 
have  bean  forced  to  evacuate  Plnsk 
by  the  Poles. 

In  the  region  about  Riga,  Lettish 
forces  during  the  hut  two  weeks  have 
driven  the  Bolsheviki    steadily  east- 
ward, and  are  now  at  Mltau,  about 
thirty-five  miles  southwest  of  Riga- 
There  has  been  mors  or  .less  ac- 
tivity In  the  last  fortnight  on  the 
Allied  front  south  of  Archangel,  but 
the  Bolsheviki  have  made  no  pro- 
gress.   Thera  have  been  no  reports 
of  activity  In    the    Caucausus  since 
General  Danlklne  wiped  oat  the  Bol- 
sheviki  operating  along  the  Kuma 
River,  capturing  more    than  10,000 
prisoners  and  large  stores.

The  Premier's  speech  was  the  last 
of  the  debate  and  at  its  conclusion 
the  House  went  into  committee  of 
supply  to  deal  with  the  estimates. 

After  expressing  congratulations  to 
Mr.  Duncan,  Cowlchan's  soldier  mem- 
ber, on  his  election,  even  in  the  face 
of  the  activities  of  the  leaders  of 
the  Conservative  and  Soldiers*  parties, 
Premier  Oliver  gave  a  detailed  ex- 
position of  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Railways,  of  which  he  la  the 
head,  pointing  to  the  decreased  ex- 
penditure—see-  salaries  and  aai  la» 
creased  efficiency.  He  alluded  to  the 
saving  in  cost  of  the  development 
work  on  the  former  Songhees  Indian 
Reserve  and  to  the  result  of  the  ne- 
gotiation* -with  the  Dominion,  now  In 
control  of  the  C.  N.  R.  system, 
whereby  a  price  of  $8,500  per  acre 
will  be  secured  for  the  26  acres  re- 
quired by  the  company  for  terminals, 
a  price  far  in  excess  of  that  the  old 
company  was  willing  to  pay  and  one 
which  will  prove  a  saving  to  the  prov- 
ince of  more  than  sufficient  to  pro- 
vide for  the  contribution  of  $200,000 
It  is  proposed  to  include  in  the  esti- 
mates as  the  Government  contribu- 
tion to  the  Johnson  Street  Bridge. 
C.N.R.  Position 

Pointing  to  the  great  obligation 
cast  upon  the  province  by  the  guar- 
antee of  the  C.N.R.  bonds,  amount- 
ing to  $47,976,000,  the  Premier  said 
he  had  endeavored,  but  so  far  with- 
out success,  to  secure  from  the  Do- 
minion a  letter  setting  forth  that  the 
Dominion  would  assume  the  •obliga- 
tions entered  into  by  the  province  un- 
der Its  agreement  with  the  old  com- 
pany. It  was  his  understanding  that 
the  province  could  not  be  called  upon 
to  meet  those  obligations  unless  and 
until  the  Dominion  failed  to  meet 
them.  Tet  that  failure  of  the  Do- 
minion to  give  the  asked-for  guaran- 
tee had  been,  he  believed,  a.  factor 
mitigating  against  the  credit  of  the 
province.  He  took  credit  for  the  re- 
sult of  the  negotiations  whereunder 
construction  work  on  the  Island  sec- 
tion of  the  C.  N.  R.  was  resumed, 
and  stated  that  he  had  received  a 
pledge  from  the  Federal  Minister  of 
Railways  that  not  only  would  the 
work  be  continued  on  the  Island  but 
also  on  other  portions  of  the  C.  N. 
R.  system  to  provide  for  the  branches 
in  the  Vernon  and  Kelowna  sections. 
Within  two  weeks,  he  stated,  the 
general  manager  of  the  system 
would  arrive  in  Victoria,  when  ar- 
rangements for  going  ahead  with  the 
terminal  projects  here  as  well  as  at 
New  Westminster  and  Steveston,  to- 
gether with  othe  rprojecta,  would  be 
fully  considered  and  arrangements  to 
that  end  arrived  at.  It  was  his  con- 
viction that  the  Dominion.  In  taking 
over  the  C.N.R.  system  at  a  cost  of 
some  $600,000,000  to  the  taxpayers 
had  not  secured  en  asset  worth  60 
cents  on  the  dollar,  but  as  a  result  of 
his  negotiations  he  believed  he  was 
entitled  to  state  that  he  had  accom- 
plished something  and  that  without 
the  cost  of  a  cent  to  the  provincial

Referring  to  the  P.  O.  E.  Railway 
as  "our  own  little  pet,  whether  a 
bear  or  a  skunk,  I  cannot  just  say," 
the  Premier  spent  an  hour  detailing 
the  situation  with  regard  to  that  line 
at  the  time  the  province  took  It  over 
last  year  under  the  terma  of  the  set- 
tlement then  arrived  at.

lic funds.  But  Mr.  Tate  had  sworn 
that  the  money  was  got  from  Mr., 
now  General  Stewart,  money  in  exis- 
tence long  before  the  V.G.E.  agree- 
ment was  reached,  money  which  Mr. 
Tate  declared  had  come  out  of  his  own 
pocket  Mr.  Hanes  had  spoken  of 
cheques  paid  by  P.  Welsh  to  Mr.  Tate 
in  1916.  but  the  latter  had  sworn  that 
the  money  from  which  he  had  made 
the  contributions  had  been  received 
by  him  In  the  Pall  of  1911. 

Messrs.  Foley.  Welch  &  Stewart  had 
not  got  away  with  the  five  millions  of 
plunder  which  the  Investigation  had 
shown  was  the  approximate  profit 
they  expected,  said  the  Premier,  who 
convinced  the  contract  between 
the  former  Government  and  those  In- 
terests had  been  framed  In  such  a 
way  that  the  latter  could  recoup 
themselves  for  the  outlays  for  cam- 
paign funds  and  other  expenses. 
Quoting  from  the  Price,  Waterhouse 
audit,  he  stated  that  the  expenditures 
made  by  Foley.  Welsh  A  Stewart, 
outside  their  contract,  had  been  $2.- 
601,204  for  engineering  and  construc- 
tion account,  Interest  on  bonds.  In- 
terest charges  refunded  by  the  com- 
pany to  the  province  and  sundry 
other  Items.  Add  to  this  the  expen- 
ditures on  the  contract  of  $15,972,663 
as  per  the  report  of  Marwlck,  Mit- 
chell A  Company,  auditors,  and  the 
$760,000  paid  to  the  Government 
under  the  settlement  of  last  year  and 
It  could  be  seen  that  there  had  been 
a  total  cash  outlay  accounted  for  of 
119,322.857.  In  addition  the  contrac- 
tors had  operated  the  road  for  a  year 
at  a  total  loss  of  over  $200,000.  The 
total  proceeds  of  the  bonds  as  handed 
over  to  the  P.G.E.  Company  had  been 
$18,240,979.  The  railway  company 
had  also  been  paid  $989,361  under 
the  1916  Loan  Act,  or  a  grand  total 
Of  $19,236,340. 

Ho  Profit 

Those  figures  Indicated  that,  with- 
out allowing  a  ceitt  as  profit  or  for 
use  of  contractors'  plant  or  other  In- 
cidental expenses.  Foley.  Welsh  A 
Stewart  had  accounted  for  $87,516 
more  than  the  total  amount  received 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds. 
Therefore,  the  Premier  declared.  It 
could  not  be  argued  that  in.  the  face 
of  those  figures  the  $600,000  which 
Mr.  Tate  swore  he  had  received  to 
take  care  of  campaign  funds  and 
other  matters  had  come  from  out  of 
the  moneys  of  the  public. 

"I  want  the  soldier  members,  when 
they  make  that  tour  we  have  been 
told  of,  to  be  honest  enough  to  say 
that  Old  John  made  good  his  pro- 
mise that  the  P.  G.  E.  interests  would 
not  be  allowed  to  get  away  with  a 
single  dollar  of  the  province's 
money,"  declared  the  Premier.  He 
produced  documents  to  refute  the 
allegations  that  the  contractor  had 
been  allowed  to  get  away  with  equip- 
ment which  should  hava  come  to 
the  province  under  the  settlement  of 
last  year,  declared,  in  answer  to  Mr. 
Hanes'  Inquiry  "what  about  section 
14.  «f  that  agreement  "  (the  section 
which  called  for  all  plant  and  equip- 
ment on  the  road  or  adjacent  there- 
to being  handed  over  to  the  province) 
there  was  a  question  of  right  and 
Justice  as  between  man  and  man.  The 
basis  of  the  negotiations  for  a  settle- 
ment had  been  the  schedule  of  assets 
as  set  forth  in  a  letter  from  Messrs. 
Burns  A  Walkem,  solicitors  for  the 
contractors.  At  no  stage  of  the  ne- 
gotiation* had  there  been  a  sugges- 
tion that  the  contractors'  plant  and 
equipment  should  be  conveyed  to  the 
province.  The  original  agreement  had 
not  a  word  to  say  to  that  effect  But, 
he  explained,  he  had  pointed  out  to 
the'  Attorney-General  that  there  had 
been  no  checking  up  of  the  equip- 
ment and  section'  14  of  the  agree- 
ment had  been  drawn  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  Attorney-General,  possibly 
over-anxious  to  protect  the  public, 
may  have  gone  a  little  too -far  and 
drafted  the  section  as  It  stood  In  the 
agreement.  But.  supposing  that  were 
the  fact  said  the  Premier,  did  the 
Government  have  the  right  to  take 
the  stand  that  because  an  official  of 
the  Government  might  have  exceeded 
his  Instructions,  the  Government 
would  have  the  right  to  override  the 
cleer  spirit  of  the  settlement  and  the 
spirit  of  Justice  as  between  man  and 
man?

Provincial  Finances 

The  Premier  had  much  to  say  upon 
the  financial  position  of  the  Province 
and  he  quoted  at  length  from  figures 
to  show  that  the  Opposition  Leader's 
charge  that  the  advent  of  a  Liberal 
Government  had  prejudiced  the  credit 
of  the  Provlnoe  so  that  loans  floated 
by  the  present  administration  bad 
cost  more  than  those  negotiated  by 
the  previous  Government  was  not  well 
founded.  There  was  another  reason, 
he  thought,  and  he  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  Ave  years  from  1912- 
'16  a  succession  of  dents  had  aggre- 
gated I17.S8S.000  and  for  lvlff  there 
had  been  estimated  a  deficit  of  SS,- 
800,000.  which,  through  economies 
effected  by  the  new  Government 
which  took  office  that  year,  had  been 
reduced  to  I8.684.S00.  bringing  the 
aggregate  deficit  to  over  flS.000,000. 
He  quoted  at  length  from  the  budget 
speech  of  the  present  Leader  of  the 
Opposition,  Who  was  Minister  of  Fin- 
ance in  1910.  to  prove  that  the  very 
policies  which  resulted  in  the  serious 
financial  condition  of  ths  Province 
sU  years  later  had  been 'heralded  as 
the  basis  of  a  future  prosperity.  He 
stated  that  If  the  present  Government 
had  to  go  to  Ottawa  hat  In  hand,  aa 
asserted  by  the  Leader  of  the  Oppo- 
sition, it  had  been  because  the  poli- 
cies of  the  previous  Government  had 
forced  it  to  adopt  that  humiliating 
position.  He  declared  that-  all  the 
moneys  received  on  capital  account 
during  the  last  six  years  of  the  late 
Government  from  the  sale  of  capital 
assets,  such  as  land,  timber  licences, 
timber  royalties,  etc  had  been  used 
in  the  payment  of  ordinary  current 
outlay*.  Such  a  policy  must  inevit- 
ably destroy  credit  and  force  heavy 
taxation  and.  if  continued,  ultimately 
lead  to  bankruptcy  and  repudiation. 

Looks  for  Surplus 

The  present  Government  had  suc- 
ceeded by  economy  and  careful  ad- 
ministration In  reducing  the  gross  de- 
ficit for  the  peat  two  years  to  less 
than  8600,000  and  there  was  every 
possibility  of  a  surplus  tor  the  cur- 
rent year.  The  favorable  figure  re- 
ceived for  the  recent  $3,000,000  ioan 
had  been  the  result  of  the  improved 
credit  of  the  Province  due  to  the 
businesslike  methods  adopted  by  the 
present  Government.

PRISONERS  PUT  IN 
HOT  ROOM  OF  MINES 


Kept  for  24  Hours  at  a  Time  in 
Chamber  With  Temperature 
Over  100  Degrees  Without 
Food, 


•The  men  who  had  been  In  the  salt 
and  coal  mines  In  Germany  have,  had 
especially  bad  treatment",  relates 
Capt.  -  D.  W.  Corbet t,  the  Canadian 
Y.M.C.A.  Officer  organising  relief  for 
repatriated  .  prisoners  going  through 
Holland.  "In  the  latter  case  men  told 
me  of  being  driven  in  the  hot  cham- 
ber in  one  of  the  mines  for  the  least 
Infringement  of  rules,  beaten  in  with 
rubber  hose  to  a  room  heated  'to' over 
100  degrees,  stripped  of  their  clothes 
and  left  without  food  or  drink  for 
24  hours.  They  came  out  in  a  state 
of  collapse,  put  on  very  scanty -attire 
and  after  a  raUon  of  soup,  again  went 
Into  the  mine  to  do  a  twelve  hour 
shift. 

"One  man  then  went  on  to  tell  me 
a  guard  had  hit  him  In  the  eye  with 
the  ring  on  his  finger,  injuring  the 
sight  so  that  he  lost  it  in  twenty-four 
hours,  yet  it  was  over  three  months 
before  he  was  allowed  to  receive 
medical  treatment,  every  waking 
hour  of  which  was  agony. 

"Another  man  told  .  me  of  his  pal 
being  shot  down  by  his  side  because 
he  stooped  to  pick  Up  a  piece  of  bread 
that  had  been  thrown  by  one  of  the 
guards  into  their  midst 

"Many  of  them  have  lost  their  pals, 
and  out  of  the  thousands  of  prisoners 
I  have  talked  to,  in  only  one  instance 
have  I  met  with  a  prisoner  who  had 
a  kindly  word  to  say  for  their  treat- 
ment, and  that  was  a  young  lad  of 
nineteen,  who  was  an  apprentice  on 
board  of  a  mercantile  steamer  sunk 
by  thn  .Moewa  and  who  was  -pat  on  a 
farm  <  where  there  ware  no  male 
German*.  This  lad  was  sixteen  at  the 
time,  and  the  whole  three  years  he 
was  on  the  farm  he  saw  no  English 
speaking  person,  the  result  being  that 
he  la  returning  to  England  speaking 
English  with  a  German  accent. 
"These  man  are  in  such  condition 
they  are  sure  to  bring  their 
the  public,  and  they 
to  a  man  in  insisting 
that  Justice  shall  be  meted  out  to  the 
perpetrated

He  touched  upon  the  proceedings  at 
the .  recent  Ottawa  Conference  und 
asserted  that  the  full  responsibility 
tor  looking  after  the  rehabilitation  of 
th©  re  turned  Boldier  was  .  upon  the 
Federal  Government,  which  had  ac- 
cepted It  and  had  requested  that  no 
action  should  be  taken  by  the  prov- 
ince that  would  result  In  overlapping 
in  the  work  of  land  settlement.  The 
province  was  doing  everything  pos- 
sible for  the  returned  men,  he  stated, 
and  he  claimed  that  only  now  Is  the 
Federal  Government  adopting  a  pol- 
icy /which  this  province  two  years 
ago  had  laid  down  as  the  proper  one. 
The  province  was  ready  to  transfer 
what  lands  the  Federal  Soldier  Set- 
tlement Board  might  require,  to  con- 
struct roads,  erect  schools  and  pro- 
vide all  other  needed  facilities  for  the 
benefit  of  the  soldier  settlers. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  scoffed  at  the 
Opposition  assumption  that  the  tat- 
ter's shipbuilding  policy  had  led  any- 
where to  the  real  benefit  of  the 
province  or  assisted  in  the  develop- 
ment of  Its  trade.  True,  a  "cute" 
man  named  Brown  had  put  a  propo- 
sition to  the  late  Government  and 
had  succeeded  in  having  a  bill 
brought  down  that  would  suit  his 
book  by  permitting  him  to  construct 
ships  under  a  Government  guarantee. 
But  where  were  those  ships  now,  he 
said— all  at  United  States  ports  load- 
ing American  lumber  for  foreign 
markets,  while  BriUsh  Columbia  was 
suffering  from  the  lack  of  bottoms 
In  which  to  convey  her  timber  to  the 
markets  of  the  world.  Every  effort 
had  been  made  by  the  present  Gov- 
ernment to  secure  tonnage,  he  said, 
and  he  was  glad  to  say  that  an  order 
for  some  70,000,000  feet  had  just 
been  negotiated  and  the  tonnage 
would  be  available. 

But,  Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  said.  It  was 
patent  that  the  province  had  to  com- 
bat hostile-  American  interests  in  Its 
efforts  to  secure  shipping  facilities 
for  its  mills. 

Mr.  G.  G.  McGeer,  member  for 
Richmond,  devoted  practically  all  his 
time  refuting  what  he  termed  were 
the  "gross  insinuations."  "unwarrant- 
ed statements"  and  "deliberate,  false-

PRISONERS  PUT  IN 
HOT  ROOM  OF  MINES 

■  •  •  • 

Kept  for  24  Hours  at  a  Time  in 
Chamber  With  Temperature 
Over  100  Degrees  Without 
Food. 


'  "The  men  who  had  been  In  the  salt 
and  coal  mines  in  Germany,  have  had 
especially  bad  treatment",  relates 
Capt.  D.  W.  Corbett,  the  Canadian 
T.M.C.A.  Officer  organising  relief  for 
repatriated  .  prisoners  going  through 
Holland.  "In  the  latter  case  men  told 
me  of  being  driven  in  the  hot  cham- 
ber In  one  of  the  mines  for  the  least 
Infringement  of  rules,  beaten  in  with 
rubber  hose-to  a  room  heated  to  over 
100  degrees,  stripped  of  their  clothes 
and  left  without  food  or  drink  for 
24  hours.  They  came  out  In  a  state 
ot  collapse,  put  on  very  scanty  attire 
and  after  a  ration  of  soup,  again  went 
into  the  mine  to  do  a  twelve  hour 
shift. 

"One  man  then  went  on  to  tell  me 
a  guard  had  hit  him  in  the  eye  with 
the  ring  on  his  finger,  injuring  the 
sight  so  that  he  lost  it  in  twenty-four 
hours,  yet  it  was  over  three  months 
before  he  was  allowed  to  receive 
medical  treatment,  every  waking 
hoar  of  which  was  agony. 

"Another  man  told  .  me  ot  his  pal 
being  shot  down  by  his  side  because 
he  stooped  to  pick  Up  a  piece  of  bread 
that  had  been  thrown  by  one  of  the 
guards  Into  their  midst 

"Many  of  them  have  lost  their  pals, 
and  out  of  the  thousands  of  prisoners 
I  have  talked  to,  in  only  one  instance 
have  I  met  with  a  prisoner  who  had 
a  kindly  word  to  say  for  their  treat- 
ment, and  that  was  a  young  lad  of 
nineteen,  who  was  an  apprentice  on 
board  of  a  mercantile  steamer  sunk 
by  tha  .Moewe  and  who  was  .pat  on  a 
farm  •  where  there  were  no  male 
Germans.  This  lad  was  sixteen  at  the 
time,  and  the  whole  three  years  he 
was  on  the  farm  he  saw  no  English 
speaking  person,  the  result  being  that 
he  Is  returning  to  England  speaking 
English  with  a  German  accent. 

"These  man  are  in  such  condition 
now  that  they  are  sure  to  bring  their 
grevance  before  the  public,  and  they 
are  unanimous  to  a  man  in  insisting 
that  justice  shall  be  meted  out  to  the 
men  who  haVe  perpetrated  such 
cruelty  on  them."

Premier  Oliver  waa  willing  to  allow 
the  Opposition  any  credit  it  could  get 
from  the  shipping  policy  of  the  late 
Government.  He  said  the  present  ad- 
ministration had  not  killed  that 
policy,  but  that  It  died  from  efluxlon 
of  time,  having  been  Intended  only 
for  a  period  of  a  year. 


Mutt  had  been  said  about  the 
failure  of  the  Government  to  properly 
care  for  the  requirements  of  the  re- 
turned soldiers.  Premier  Oliver  said. 
It  was  patent  that  any  policy  that 
would  tend  to  the  betterment  of  con- 
ditions in  the  Province  would  benefit 
the  soldiers,  and  yet  the  Province 
was  proposing  to  go  far  beyond  the 
point  of  safety  In  making  borrowings 
of  millions  with  which  to  carry  out 
productive  schemes  .that  would  give 
employment.  He  rapped  the  protec- 
tive policy  of  the  old-  Conservative 
Party  In  >  the  Dominion  as  one  which 
toad  divided  the  Dominion  into  sec- 
tion, until  now  there  existed  a  state 
of  civil  war,  industrially  and  finan- 
cially. The  Government  was  doing 
something  for' the  returned  soldlef. 
Heavily  mortgaged.  It  proposed  to 
add  to  that  mortgage  •  by ' some  $5.- 
000,000  to  sustain  the.  Industrial  life 
of  the  Province,  a  policy  that  meant 
a  very  large  increase  t  In  taxation,  a 
species  of  artificial  stimulation  which, 
with  the  activities  of  the  Federal 
Government,  should  be -sufficient  to 
meet  the  needs.

Good  progress  wan  made  with  the 
estimate*  for  the  coming  fiscal  year 
when  practically  the  whole  ot  last 
evenings  session  of  the  Legislature 
was  devoted  to  that  woYk.  Including 
capital  outlay*  of  S1.41S.000  the 
amounts  passed  aggregated  $2,000,- 
000.  There  waa  comparatively  little 
discussion  of  the  various  Items  dealt

There  was  no  regulation  calling  for 
advertisement,  said  Hon.  T.  D.  Pat- 
tullo.  while  Hon.  Mr.  Barrow 
answered  that  It  had  been  known  for 
a  year  that  the  vacancy  existed. 

"We  have  heard  much  about  the 
Civil  Service  Act  and  we  have  ere 
this  complained  that  publicity  of 
vacancies  existing  has  not  been 
given,"  said  Mr.  Bowser. 

'Why  don't  you  read  the  act?"  in- 
terjected the  Attorney-General;  who 
thereupon  proceeded  to  look  through 
the  measure  to  ascertain  Just  what 
bearing  upon  Mr.

Appointments  to  Civil  Ser- 
vice Must  Be  Thrown  Open 
for  Public  Competition. 


Minister  stated  no  publicity  was  re- 
quired, another  said  if  It  Is  the  Act 
will  be  carried  into  effect. 

Hon.  Mr.  Barrow  rose  to  remark 
that  in  his  recitation  of  the  merits  of 
the  new  Deputy  Minister  he  had  for- 
gotten to  state  that  that  genleman 
had  also  been  given  the  Order  of 
the  British  Empire  for  meritorious 
service  In  connection  with  war  work. 

Hon.  Dr.  MacLean,  Provincial  Sec- 
retary, who  had  been  endeavoring  to 
locate  In  the  order  paper  his  answers 
to  the  OpposiUon  Leader's  questions, 
stated  that  deputy  ministers  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  Lieutenant-Governor- 
In-Councll. 

"Then,  I  take  1%  the  Provincial 
Secretary  was  not  correct  In  his 
answers  the  other  day.  Is  that  it?" 
asked  Mr.  Bowser. 

Hon*.  Dr.  MacLean  thought  his 
answers  covered  the  ground.  The 
deputy  ministers  did  not  come  with-

"I  ata  glad  to  hear  that  Is  your 
policy  and  that  the  depuUes  are  ex- 
pected to  go  out  of  office  with  the 
Ministers.  If  1  should  ever  have  any- 
thing- to  do  with  It  I  will  assist  some 
of  them  to  go,"  asserted  the  Opposi- 
tion' Leader.  "The  Civil  Service  Act 
calls  for  publicity,  but  In  the  practice, 
as  followed  by  this  Government,  all 
the  public  knows  about  a  vacancy  Is 
when  it  wakes  up  some  morning  and 
finds  that  a  staunch  party  follower 
had  been  appointed  to  some  good  po- 
sition In  the  service." 

"Do  you  propose  to  advertise  this 
position?"  asked  Mr.  Qiolma,  refer- 
ring to  the  vote  of  $2,000  as  salary  for 
an  agricultural  organiser. 

Hon.  Dr.  MacLean  suggested  that 
when  the  House  got  to  his  depart- 
ment's votes  he  would  deal  with  that 
question. 

"Oh,  no,  we  won't.  We'll  get  It 
now,"  declared  Mr.  Bowser,  who  as- 
serted there  was  something;  like  113,- 
000,000  to  be  voted  and  the  point 
might  as  well  be  settled  at  once. 

Mr.  Giolma  pressed  for  an  answer 
to  his  question  and  demanded  that  the 
chairman  should  rule  whether  it  was 
or  was  not  in  order. 

Mr.  Pauline,  chairman,  held  that 
Hon.  Mr.  Barrow's  reply  that  the 
Civil  Service  Act  regulations  would  be 
followed  was  an  answer,  but  Mr.  Bow- 
ser was  ready  to  appeal  to  Mr.  Speak- 
er for  a  ruling  If  the  chairman  did 
not  desire  or  refused  to  give  one. 

Hon.  Dr.  King  poured  some  oil  on 
troubled  waters  by  statins;  that  the 
appointment  would  be  made  under  the 
Civil  Service  Act  and  there  would  be 
proper  notice,  an  answer  which  Mr. 
Bowser  characterised  as  frank,  and 
which  he  commended  to  the  other 
Ministers  as  an  example  that  might 
well  bo  followed. 

There  seemed  to  be  some  difficulty 
getting;  a  simple  answer  to  a  simple 
question,  suggested  Mr.  Giolma,  while 
Attorney-General  Farris.  having;  stud-

Aldermen  Object  to  Having 

Their  Power  Reduced — See 

in  Bill  Move  to  Deprive  City 

of  Rights, 

  ^ 

If  It  Is  the  Intent  of  the  new 
Library  Bill  to  require  the  larger 
cities  of  the  Province  to  extend  the 
helping  hand  to  the  smaller  com- 
munities—and  that  Is  its  acknowl- 
edged purpose— then  Victoria  will 
promptly  claim  exemption. 

When  Miss  Helen  Stewart,  presi- 
dent of  the  British  Columbia  Library 
Association,  outlined  the  purpose  of 
the  proposed  legislation  before  the 
City  Council  lasr  night,  the  aldermen 
assured  her  that  they  already  were 
working;  under  a  very  good  Act — for 
Victoria— and  that  they  would  Just 
ar  soon  have  conditions  remain  as 
they  are. 

The  aldermen's  main  objection  was 
to  the  clauses  providing  for  a  more 
independent  board  of  commissioners, 
not  necessarily  members  of  the  City 
Council.  Miss  Stewart  stated  that 
the  principle  was  commended  by 
many  of  the  city's  semi-public  organ- 
isations and  that  It  had  been  worked 
out  successfully  In  other  places.  This 
explanation,  however,  did  not  satisfy 
the  aldermen,  who  argued  that  they 
alone  were  responsible  for  the  city's 
money  and  that  they  *>ould  there- 
fore remain  the  sole  guardians  of  the 
city's  appropriations  for  the  library 
and  its  functions. 

Miss  Stewart  said  at  the  close  of 
the  discussion  that  the  Council's 
opinion  Just  about  coincided  with 
Vancouver's,  and  that  she  would  con- 
vey this  fact  to  Hon.  J.  D.  MacLean. 
Minister  of  Education,  who  Is  spon- 
sor for  the  new  bill. 


City  Wants  Control 

"The  library  in  Victoria  is  simply 
a  city  department  under  city  Juris- 
diction; it  should  remain  so,"  declar- 
ed Aid.  Fullerton,  who  qualified  this 
by  saying  that  It  might  be  a  good 
Idea  for  the  Government  to  combine 
Jurisdiction  of  libraries  with  the  con- 
trol of  schools.  "Just  at  present, 
however,  the  library  has  not  as  in- 
dependent a  status  as  the  schools, 
and  we  should  hold  out  for  what  we 
have.  This  bill  looks  to  me  like  an- 
other attempt  of  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment to  encroach  upon  munici- 
pal territory,  and  that  is  a  game  they 
have  been  playing;  altogether  too 
much  in  the  past.  I  have  seen  the 
tendency  grow  from  year  to  year. 
We  have  seen  how  other  sources  ot 
revenue  were  taken  away  from  the 
city,  it  is  about  time  we  called  a 
stop." 

Miss  Stewart  said  that  the  regula- 
tions in  the  new  legislation  applied 
mainly  to  the  small  municipalities 
and  not  ao  much  to  Victoria  and 
Vancouver,  the  bis;  library  centres. 
She  made  it  clear  that  whatever  she 
had  to  say  regarding;  conditions 
should  not  be  construed  as  the  ven- 
tilation of  a  personal  grievance  re- 
lating to  local  library  administration. 
She  was  speaking  simply  as  the  pre- 
sident, of  the  association  she  repre- 
sented, and  her  remarks  applied  to 
the  whole  province  in  general.  ' 

"I  object  to  having  this  proposition 
brought  at  so  late  a  time  when  the 
Legislature  Is  preparing  to  wind  up 
its  business,"  averr«d  Aid.  8angster. 
"Give  It  a  six  months'  hoist;  that's 
what  I  say." 

"Don't  Get  the  Point" 

"I  think  there  Is  a  larger  Issue 
Involved  than  you  appreciate."  said 
Miss  Stewart,  and  she  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  It  was  only  through  proper 
circulation  of  books  from  the  large 
libraries,  as  was  sought  In  the  bill, 
that  Important  educational  work 
oould  be  accomplished  in  the  districts 
that  were  more  thinly  populated. 

Aid.  Cameron  disclaimed  any  an- 
tagonism on  the  part  Of  the  Council 
to  the  bill  as  far  as  the  broader 
principles  were  concerned,  but  he 
felt  that  the  city's  financial  position 
was  such  that  the  regulations  should 
remain  as  they  are.  without  extension 
of  the  library's  scope,  except  in  a 
purely  local  way. 

The  proposed  legislation  brought  to 
Aid.  Fullerton's  mind  many  objec- 
tionable possibilities.  "I  see  other 
things  creeping  In/',  he  warned,  after 
Miss  Stewart  had  left  the  aldermen 
to  talk  among  themselves.  "I  see 
Inspectors  and  secretaries." 

"The  Legislature  wanted  to  shove 
this  bill  through  at  the  last  minute. 
That  was  the  Idea,"  assured  Aid. 
Sangster. 

The  council  decided  to  arrange  an 
interview  with  Dr.  Maclean,  when

He  spoke  of  the  apparently  abortive 
effort,  of  the  convention  which  recent, 
ly  visited  Ottawa  for  the  purpose  of 
Placing  the  real  Iron  and  steel  situa- 
tion before  the  Federal  Government. 
Nothing  much  could  be  learned  of 
this  visit  in  the  way  of  direct  results, 
and  he  thought  the  province  might 
wall  proceed  with- a  policy  of  its  own 
with  regard  to  scientific  chemical 
research  and  the  encouragement  of 
mining  and  other  Industries. 

Recognising  there  was  little  profit 
in  rehashing  former  mistakes  but 
rather  necessity  of  looking  ahead. 
Mr.  Torston.  Liberal  member  for 
Cariboo,  made  a  strong  plea  for  the 
construction  of  the  P.O.B.  road  not 
only  to  Fort  George  but  also  on  Into 
the  Peace  River,  a  section  from  which 
the  greatest  bulk  of  the  traffic  ton- 
nage could  be  looked  for  and  whence 
the  profit-making  business  would 
be  derived.  It  would  not  be  long  be- 
fore the  large  sections  along  the  route 
would  also  have  to  be  provided  with 
feeders.  He  prophesied  that  once 
this  was  done  the  line  would  prove  to 
be  the  most  profitable  of  any  In  the 
whole  country. 

Much  was  being  said  In  favor  of 
the  back  to  the  land  movement.  The 
farmer,  contrary  to  popular  belief, 
was  not  receiving  a  remuneration 
commensurate  with  his  toll  and  he 
was  neither  responsible  for  the  high 
cost  of  living  nor  was  he  proflttlng 
thereby.  While  the  Government 
could  do  much  by  assisting  him  with 
cheap  stumping  powder  and  securing 
stock,  much  remained  for  him  to  do 
himself.  Co-operation  and  organisa- 
tion would  work  wonders,  Mr.  Yors- 
ton  said,  as  he  pointed  to  the  agita- 
tion among  the  farmers  for  a  lower 
tariff,  declaring  the  farmers  were  not 
seeking  to  escape  any  proper  share 
of  the  tax  burdens  of  the  country 
but  rather  demanding  that  the  other 
Interests  who  benefited  by  an  exces- 
sive tarriff  should  not  reap  an  exces- 
sive profit  thereby.  He  suggested  to 
the  Government  that  in  view  of  the 
present  "very  excessive  taxes,  which 
must  be  done  away  with,"  there 
might  well  be  a  revision  so  far  as  the 
tiller  of  the  soil  was  concerned.

The  fact  that  he  could  not  get 
money  under  the  Compensation  Act 
also  weighed  upon  him. 

Wallls  had  not  been  seen  at  his 
lodgings  on  Johns  Street  for  about  a 
week.  -He- was  a  painter  in  Vancou- 
ver for  some  time  and  came  origin- 
ally from  Saskatchewan.  He  was 
about  story  years  of  age  and  hi 
thought  to  have  relatives  to  New 
Westminster.
